by contributions among members of 
t$te order, after which the Income from 
an endowment fund is expected to 
carry along the major esjpenses 


The endowment fund was establish- 


ed two years ago by an amendment to 
the ancient constitution of the Grand 
olidge, whereby in addition to Individ- 
teal gifts, lodges pay into a perpetual 
trust $10 for every initiate and from 
$5 to $10 for every affiliate 


The new structure forms a striking 


addition to the group of fine build- 
ings in the beautiful Mohawk Valley, 
comprising the Masonic home, where 
needy and aged members of the order 
and their dependents live. The other 
(buildings are: The main buildings, 
the Daniel ID. Tompkins Memorial 
Chapel; the Girl's Ibuilding, presented 
by Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templar, the Boy's building, the Ad- 
ministration building and a farm. 


The home here is believed to be one 


of the most complete Masonic homes

"MY COUNTRY EVER RIGHT" 


A newspaper sometimes has to say hard things

Englishmen are placed in a position of 


incomparable humiliation by their gov- 
ernment's refusal, as announced by Mr. 
Chamberlain in the house of commons, 
to find the trifling sum needed to save 
millions of men, women, and children 
from dying of hunger in Russia. To sug- 
gest a comparison between the Russian 
famine, probably the most enormous 
massacre, with tortures added, in all hu- 
man history and our own present dis- 
tress in England is a piece of shabby 
trifling. The two things do not belong to 
the same order. Perhaps a lower depth 
of meanness is reached in the suggestion 
that we might do well to embarrass the 
Russian government by refusing any 
such infinitesimal and indirect relief to 
its finances as might accrue from every 
12s with which England saved some Rus- 
sian woman's life—some women of the 
peasant class which has broken the back 
of the extreme Communist policy in Rus- 
sia by its resistance. Meanwhile Amer- 
ica, through her government, has done 
her duty and taken our country's place as 
the leader of the world in these national 
acts of human charity. We cannot even 
hope that our deposition from that place 
of honor will be forgotten in history. 
Just the contrary. When our anti-waste 
stunts and the moment's slump in our 
trade and the freaks of our Die-hards 
are far outside public memory, the great- 


, est famine in European history may seem 


larger than ever in the backward perspec- 
tive, and the fact that England stood 
aside in the hour of trial may stand out 
in the world's mind against us like the 
burning of Joan of Arc.

NEW FOUL RDLE 


IN BASKETBALL 


Will 
Eliminate Much Scaring 


From Foul Line 


At the eighth annual meeting of the 


Joint Basketball committee, which held 
sessions In iNtew York, a change was 
made in the foul rule which will elim- 
inate fully a third of the present scor- 
ing from foul and should, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, materially im- 
prove the game. At the preliminary 
session on Friday it seemed unlikely 
that any alteration in the foul rule 
would the made, but when the matte? 
came ui!> for debate sentiment was 
found to be overwhelmingly in favor 
of a change. 


The new rule, which is the adoption 


of one of the suggestions of the sub- 
committee headed toy Dr. Raycroft of 
Princeton, provides a penalty -hitherto 
never used in basketball—namely, the 
giving of the ball into the possession 
of the opponent®. This penalty, how- 
ever, is Inflicted after technical fouls 
only, personal fools being penalized 
under a second new rule. 


The reading of the rule regarding 


technical fouls follows: t 
"When the technical foul is made 


the ball is awarded to the opponents 
at the point where the foul is com- 
mitted, with the right to put the ball 
into play with an unguarded pass. 
They shall not be permitted to dribble, 
or shoot for goal." 
This rule does away entirely with 


Uie free throw as a penalty tor tech- 
nical fquls. 
The penalty for personal fouls dif- 


fers according to the point on the 
court where the foul is committed. If 
the personal foul is committed within 
a certain area, hereafter to be called 


fast tne penalty area, at either end of the 
court, the ipenalty will be greater than 
if the foul tie committed outside that 
space.

Mrs. Stair1 formerly 
resided in Bismarck. She 'had entered 
suit for. divorce against her husband 
and on order had been issued by the 
court prohibiting him from interfering 
with her. Irving L. Stair is president 
of the Great Northern Grain Company.
